Pro mises o f lusnrance Co mpanies Are 
Said to Be a Delusio n and 
a Snare. 


In view o f the prevailing discus­ 
sio n o ver the ‘/valued po licy law ,” 
which the fire insurance co mpanies 
are no w asking the Misso uri leg is­ 
lature to repeal, it may be bo th in­ 
teresting and pro fitable to kno w 
what the Misso uri supreme co urt 
thinks o f that law, say s the Co le 
Co unty Demo crat. 
The valued po licy law was under 
discussio n in the case o f Dag g s vs. 
Orient Insurance Co ., 136 Mo . 132, 
and the co mpany then so ug ht to 
have the law declared unco nstiti#- 
tio nal. 
The case was heard befo re the 
entire seven judg es o f the co urt, in 
banc, and the o pinio n o f the co urt, 
a very learned 
and 
ex haustive 
treatise upo n the law o f the sub­ 
ject, was written by Judg e James 
B. G antt. 
Fro m that o pinio n we 
quo te the fo llo w ing : 
“ The learned co unsel fo r defend­ 
ant have' filed a mo st elabo rate 
brief, a larg e po rtio n o f which is 
directed at the suppo sed bad po l­ 
icy o f the statute. * 
* 
* They 
insist it vio lates the fundamental 
idea o f insurance, which is indem­ 
nity ; that it enco urag es arso n; 
that it increases the co st o f insur­ 
ance. 
“ The time allo tted us will no t 
permit a discussio n o f such co nsid 
eratio ns, even if we felt called 
upo n to defend the wisdo m o f the 
leg islature. 
It is well kno wn that 
the practices o f the insurance co m­ 
panies, bo th life and fire, led to the 
leg islatio n no w so strenuo usly at­ 
tacked.

A S N A R E , and, as the co urts were 
po werless to co rrect the evil, the 
leg islature interpo sed, no t o nly in 
Misso uri, but in many o f the states 
o f the unio n, to remedy the wro ng . 
“ The 
manifest po licy o f the 
statute is to prevent, rather than 
enco urag e, o verinsurance, and to 
g uard, as far as po ssible, ag ainst 
carelessness and every inducement 
to destro y pro perty in o rder to pro ­ 
cure the insurance upo n it. 
It was 
also desig ned to prevent insurance 
co mpanies 
fro m taking reckless 
risks in o rder to o btain larg e pre­ 
miums, by advising them in ad­ 
vance that they wo uld be held to 
the value ag reed upo n when the 
insurance was written. 
“ No co mpany is bo und to insure 
any piece o f pro perty witho ut first 
m aking a survey and ex aminatio n 
o f the premises, and it is no t co m­ 
pelled to insure the full value then. 
But having the o ppo rtunity to in­ 
spect fully befo re insuring , and 
then fix ing the amo unt o f the risk, 
and receiving the premium based 
upo n such valuatio n, it o ug ht to be 
fo rever esto pped, in case o f a to tal 
lo ss, fro m deny ing the valuatio n 
ag reed upo n ; and such was the law 
lo ng befo re this statute was en­ 
acted.

“ The po licy o f the law seems to 
us wite and who leso me. *

Mo re care in the selectio n o f ag ents, 
and mo re care in the inspectio n o f 
the insured pro perty , will dispense 
with many o f the o bjectio ns urg ed 
ag ainst the po licy o f this statute.” 
This case was decided December 
15, 18 9 6, and no t a sing le judg e o n 


the bench dissented fro m Judg e 
G antt’s o pinio n. 
The judg es co m 
po sing the co urt at that time, all o f 
who m ag reed with Judg e Gantt, 
were as fo llo w s: 
Brace, chief 
justice ; and Macfarlane, Sherwo o d, 
Barclay , Burg ess, Ro binso n and 
Gantt, judg es. Fo ur o f these judg es 
(a majo rity o f the co urt) are still 
o n the bench, and inasmuch as 
this o pinio n has never been ques­ 
tio ned, it is presumed that they 
still adhere to the views then ex ­ 
pressed.

Cul- 
to n, W harto n Go lden and William 
J . Davidso n as co nspirato rs with 
him.

FIFTEEN A RE DE AD. 


In Additio n, Half a Hnndred 
Are Injured. 


A COLLISION OF TRAINS. 


Ruins o f tbe Cirs Were Ablaze at 
Miclulg bt, Five Ho urs After 
tbe Accideut, 


Fifteeo dead and thirty to fifty 
injured, 
many so serio usly that 
they will no t live, is the result o f a 
crash between the Ro y al Blue Line 
fly er and a lo cal suburban train o n 
the Central o f New Jersey railway 
just west o f the Westfield statio n, 
in New Jersey , last evening . 
Acco unts o f the accident differ, 
but all seem to place the respo n­ 
sibility upo n Jo hn Davis, o f Phila­ 
delphia, the eng ineer o f the fly er, 
who , it is said, to o k his train past 
blo ck sig nals. 
Three cars were telesco ped and 
destro y ed, the ruins being still in 
flames at midnig ht, five ho urs after 
the accident, when the last o f the 
dead were just being taken away . 
Five wreck trains were at the 
scene, abo ut which cro wded tho u­ 
sands o f spectato rs, amo ng who m 
were many who had lo st relatives 
and friends. 
It was the train kno wn as the 
Eastern lo cal, leaving New Yo rk 
at 5 :45 p. m.. which was struck 
and practically destro y ed. 
That 
train carries three ex tra cars,which 
are filled with co mmuters fro m as 
far o ut as Dumelleo , where the 
three cars are dro pped o ff. 
Indirectly the respo nsibility fo r 
the accident rests upo n the train 
leaving New Yo rk^at 5 130. 
So me 
slig ht accident stalled that train 
abo ut three-quarters o f a mile fro m 
the statio n at Westfield, halting 
train No . 13, which fo llo wed fifteen 
minutes later. 
In o rder that no time sho uld be 
lo st, No . 13, it is said, pulled o ver 
o n to the main tracks, blo ck sig nals 
being display ed to halt the Blue 
Line fly er, No . 130. 
The sig nals were display ed, but 
were unheeded by the eng ineer o f 
the 
ex press, 
which, 
with un­ 
slackened speed, crashed into the 
rear o f the lo cal train. 
Its tremendo us mo mentum with 
the weig ht o f the heavy vestibuled 
train back o f it carried the eng ine 
o f the fly er clear thro ug h the rear 
car o f the lo cal and half way 
thro ug h the seco nd car, 
which 
telesco ped 
the 
o ne 
directly in 
fro nt. 
Fire immediately bro ke o ut 
in the wreck, adding its terrible 
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Sedalia 
N atio nal 
Bank.

Th e retail coal dealers formed 
an assoQiation for self-proteciion 
and th e regulation of th eir busi­ 
ness. Immediately th ereafter prices 
went soaring. Th e consumers con­ 
ceived th e idea th at th ey were 
being squeezed. 
Th e prosecuting 
attorney was induced to take up 
th e m atter, and evidence was fur­ 
nish ed wh ich convinced h im th at 
th e association was a criminal con­ 
spiracy and its members liable to 
indictment. 
Th e association h as 
disappeared and th e criminal pros­ 
ecutions are h ung up.

B oston is getting much inter­ 
ested in th e th eory of municipal 
nre insurance. 
Th e plan, says an 
exch ange^, is to make enough out 
of th e fire insurance business to pay 
th e expenses of tije city fire de­ 
partment, wh ich are about |i,2 oe,- 
000 a year. 
It works out in th eory 
th is way : Boston property owners 
pay about ^3,400,000 a year in in­ 
surance premiums. 
Th e fire losses 
for last year were $1,300,000, wh ich 
leaves a balance of $2,100,000 for 
th e insurance forces, agents and 
companies. 
If th e city h ad simply 
paid th e insurance and collected 
th e costs, th e people would h ave 
made someth ing like $2,000,000. 
Last year was a fair average. 
Th e 
claim of th e th eorists is th at th e 
city can do th e insurance business 
just as well as th e companies, and 
make profit enough to pay its fire 
department expenses. 
Th ere is no 
reason wh y th is sch eme sh ould not 
work, unless th e city sh ould suffer 
a great conflagration such as Boston 
and Ch icago h ad some years ago. 
Th at would probably bankrupt th e 
city. 
But it certainly is wise for 
any community to encourage local 
insurance and keep imsurance pre­ 
miums at h ome as much as possible.

Ten witnesses for th e company 
were examined,th e more important 
being Sidney Williams, general 
superintendent of th e fiim; Ger­ 
trude Martin, a professional nurse, 
and Frank W alk, geueral store­ 
keeper at Jeddo. 
Mr. W illiams’ testimony was 
based upon th e company’s answer 
to th e miners’ demands. 
He was 
subjected to a rigid cross-exantina- 
tion by Attorney Darrow, for th e 
miners, and was compelled to ad­ 
mit th at, alth ough th irteen men 
were refused re-cmpl )yment by th e 
company for alleged criminal acts 
in th e recent strike, h e h ad no 
knowledge th at any one of th em 
h ad ever been guilty of a criminal 
action. 
Miss Martin was a good witness 
for th e company. 
Sh e told of th e 
efforts of Mr. and Mrs. Marklc to 
properly care for th e disabled em­ 
ployes, and stated th at wh ere cases 
of necessity were discovered pa­ 
tients were furnish ed with medi­ 
cines and nourish ing food with out 
cost to th em. 
Frank W alk described th e opera­ 
tions of th e “ credit” or company 
store system. 
Th e prices of arti­ 
cles, h e said, were about th e same 
as th ose ch arged by oth er dealers, 
but h e admitted th at none but em ­ 
ployes of th e company were given 
credit. 
He stated also th at after 
th e company store system h ad been 
abolish ed and h e h ad resorted to 
th e cash basis, h e lost two-th irds 
of h is custom.

Fulton Hume Bradford, the sub­ 
ject of this sketch, was a descend­ 
ant of an old Scotch family. 
The 
first representativ e to emigrate to 
America was John Bradford, who 
left Scotland and settled in what is 
now known as Fauquier county. 
V a., in 169 4. 
He was the father 
of fiv e sons, Benjamin, Alexander, 
Daniel, Joseph and Andrew. 
Of 
these, Benjamin emigrated to North 
Carolina, where he left a long line 
of descendants, four sons remain­ 
ing in the east. 
Austin, the 
son of Alexander 
and the father of Fulton Bradford, 
emigrated with his father when 
quite young 
and 
located 
near 
Georgetown, Ky., where Fulton 
was born in 18 35. 
His mother, 
Lav inia Hume, of Georgetown, 
Ky., was a descendant of Lord 
George Hume, of England, and 
whose heirs are today representa­ 
tiv es in parliament and ov er whose 
v ast estate there has been much 
litigation. 
The quaint old 
editor, 
John 
Bradford, of the “ Kentucky Ga­ 
zette,” the first paper published in 
the wilderness and since immor­ 
talized by James Line Allen in his 
“ Choir Inv isible,” was a great 
uncle of 
Fulton 
Bradford. 
A 
copy of this uniqie paper is now 
cherished as an heirloom by this 
family. 
In 18 38 Col. Austin Bradford 
emigrated to Missouri, locating fiv e 
miles south of Columbia, his wife 
and children coming through in 
the family carriage, attended by 
his large retinue of slav es. 
He 
was a prominent citizen and one 
of the v ery wealthy men of old 
Boone. 
There was a family of eight chil 
dren, Fulton being the fourth. 
In 
this happy home 
he 
grew 
to 
manhood, entering the State uni­ 
v ersity when quite young, graduat 
ing at the age of 19 , and about this 
time uniting with the Christian 
church at Columbia, Mo, 
Like most of the sons of the 
south, Mr. Bradford cast his lot ^n 
the side of the 
“ Lost 
Cause,” 
Joining his brother-in-law, Gen, 
Price, he took part in some of the 
important battles of the south. He 
was taken prisoner of war anc 
transferred to Alton, III., where he 
was incarcerated for three months 
and where many of his comrades 
died, after enduring great hard 
ships. 
About the close of the war he 
was married to Miss Annie M 
Tutt, the only child of the late 
Joseph A. Tutt, of Culpepper,

Tiring of country life, he re 
mov ed to Windsor, Henry county, 
in 1S9 0, where he spent the rem­ 
nant of his years in peace and hap­ 
piness, and where he was much 
belov ed for his sterling qualities of 
head and heart, being regarded as 
one of W indsor’s ablest financiers 
He defrauded no man. 
His name 
was a synonym of honor. 
He was 
a friend of the poor, and many o 
his philanthropic deeds liv e in the 
hearts of men and arc registered ia 
Heav en. 
He leav es a dev oted family, a 
wife and four children—F. Percy, 
Mrs.

OVERCROWDING IN DUBLIN. 


Three Families Living in One Room Not 
an Unusual Case. 
How terrible the evil 
of 
over­ 
crowding sometimes is in Dublin is 
seen from a case which was recently 
before the p olice courts. An insp ec­ 
tor visited 14 Lower Erne street and 
found a room occup ied by five fam­ 
ilies— three men and their wives and 
children an d one woman and two chil­ 
dren, m aking in all 17 p ersons in a 
meddum-sized room. T he p arty con- 
sited of three men, four, women and 
ten children, the ages of the children 
ranging from a m onth up to 16 years. 
There was no fire, no light, no food, 
no furniture of any descrijition in the 
p lace.
